REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is not 
seen to teach or fairly suggest the pyrazole compounds instantly claimed. Specifically, the art 
does not teach the instantly claimed compounds which have the claimed saccharides in the 3- or 
5-position of the pyrazole, the methyl linked cyclic groups in the 4-position, and the 0-, S-, or N- 
linked cyclic, alkoxy, amino, or heterocyclic groups, or aliphatic or aromatic cyclic amino 
groups in the non-saccharide 3- or 5-position. The closest art is seen to be US 6,815,428; US 
6,972,283; US 7,084,123; US 7,087,579; 7,217,697, and US 7,294,618, which all disclose 
various pyrazole compounds, but none which teach the non-saccharide groups in the instant 
compounds Q or T position, nor the intermediates instantly claimed.
